true. Detroit is so preoccupied 
mass-producing glitter for the rest 
of the country it hasn't much time 
to bother with itself. Most of the 
cars, except those In the factorics, 
are old and dirty, The roads are 
rutted, the houses shoddy. 


Detroit is raw and rough, per- 
haps a gold-rush town, It has 
never, forgotten the great depres- 
sion.
